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PREFACE. 


Music  is  by  all,  at  the  present  day,  acknowledged  to  be  an  agent  that  may 
be  made  most  powerful  for  good.  In  developing  and  cultivating  the  better 
feelings,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  a  source  of  innocent  enjoyment, 
it  stands  preeminent  among  its  sister  arts.  He,  therefore,  who  shall  aid 
in  rendering  it  attractive  and  available,  either  by  adding  to  the  general  stock 
new  creations  of  his  own  genius,  or  by  culling  the  fairest  flowers  already 
blooming,  (rejecting  those  whose  fragrance  is  not  all  pure  and  healthy,)  and 
presenting  them  to  the  public,  in  one  wreath,  stripped  of  their  thorns,  is,  it 
is  believed,  doing  good  service  to  humanity.  To  twine  such  a  wreath, 
introducing  here  and  there  an  humble  flower  of  his  own,  has  been  the 
endeavor  of  the  author  in  this  work.  He  has  been  encouraged  to  undertake 
it,  by  the  unexpected  favor  with  which  a  previous  work,  of  a  somewhat 
similar  character,  in  which  he  was  engaged,  ("  The  Social  Glee  Book,") 
has  been  received.  The  present  collection  will  be  found  to  embrace  music 
which,  while  it  possesses  quite  as  high  artistic  merit,  is  somewhat  more  sim- 
ple in  style,  and  easier  of  execution,  than  that  in  the  work  last  named.  In 
its  compilation,  the  author  has  enjoyed  peculiar  advantages, —  having  had 
free  access  to  the  extensive  library  of  his  father,  Lowell  Mason,  Esq., 
which,  it  is  believed,  embraces  a  larger  collection  of  German  music,  than 
can  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  country. 

It  has  been  the  author's  aim  to  make  a  book  which  shall  form  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  libraries  of  Glee  Clubs  and  Musical  Societies,  and  which 
shall  be  a  most  welcome  visitor  in  every  social  circle  where  music  is  loved. 
It  is  believed,  that  a  great  majority  of  the  Glee  Books  at  present  before  the 
public,  are  liable  to  one  of  two  objections  ;  either  the  music  is  so  difficult, 
as  to  be  accessible  only  to  the  few  who  have  devoted  a  vast  amount  of  time 


to  study  and  practice ;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  is  of  such  a  nature,  that  its 
only  merit  is  its  simplicity,  or  more  properly,  simpleness.  "While,  therefore, 
music  of  the  highest  order,  and  such  only,  has  been  admitted  to  a  place  in 
"  Fireside  Harmony,"  it  has  been  a  constant  aim  to  select  such  as  shall  not 
be  found  too  difficult.  A  glance  at  the  index  will  be  a  sufficient  guarantee 
for  the  high  character  of  the  music ;  as  it  will  be  found  to  have  been 
selected  almost  entirely  from  the  works  of  the  most  eminent  German 
composers.  Care  has  been  taken,  in  the  selection  of  words,  to  prune  them 
of  everything  objectionable.  The  words  to  which  many  of  the  best  glees 
were  originally  written,  are  such  as  to  exclude  them,  in  a  great  measure, 
from  use. 

With  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  pieces  are  entirely  new  in  this  country, 
never  having  been  published  here  before,  in  any  form.  Particular  attention 
is  called  to  the  pieces  on  pages  55  and  92,  "  The  Heart's  Desires,"  and 
"  The  Farewell."  In  these  songs  it  is  intended  that  the  air  shall  be  sung 
by  a  single  voice,  while  the  accompaniment  is  hummed,  with  closed  lips,  by 
the  different  parts.  This  is  a  style  of  music  which  is  quite  popular  in  Ger- 
many, but  which  is  believed  to  be  now  first  presented  to  the  American 
public. 

This  work  is  submitted  to  the  ordeal  of  public  opinion,  with  the  more 
confidence,  inasmuch  as  it  is  nearly  all  a  compilation,  an  inconsiderable  por- 
tion only,  being  the  composition  of  the  author.  Though  the  most  splendid 
genius  be  requisite  to  create  the  beautiful,  the  sublime,  —  a  far  inferior 
talent  is  necessary  to  enable  one  to  select  from  these  creations  the  most  per- 
fect gems.  To  accomplish  this  latter,  then,  has  been  the  chief  aim  of 
the  author.
